Francisco is General Fred Grant, who 
returned this week from tlw Philip- 
prhes Tn~ fine health and spirits. 
He 


has altered the cut of his beard, which 
decidedly lessens the resemblance to 
his father, but there is still sufficient 
likeness to warm the hearts of those 
who cherish a ,warm affection for the 
great "silent" man. General Grant's 
visitors are numerous and the welcome 
he accords to all Is .most cordial. He 
seems inclined to be communicative 
and approachable. 
He certainly has 


not inherited his father's taciternity. 
The news he brings concerning the 
peaceable aspect of affairs in the Phil- 
ippines is naturally most acceptable, 
but is received with just a suggestion 
of doubt in the minds of the hearers, 
not that for one moment that they 
doubt the truth of 'the narrator as he 
sees it, but it will take some time to 
implant in the minds of the average 
American any great amount of faith 
in the peaceable proclivities of the dus- 
ky Filipinos. 
On both sides there is 


too much to forget. The stain of blood 
is deep and the heart of man is bitter. 
Colonel Grant's aspirations are strong 
,and are made to be felt whenever an 
occasion presents itself, and his name 
carries political weight, but the time 
is not yet. 


Speaking of names carrying weight, 


the ovation accorded Mrs. Logan in 
Washington a few days ago by the 
Grand Army of the Republic tells very 
strongly of an unforgetting public, and 
must have been intensely gratifying to 
the wife who had stood shoulder to 
shoulder with her husband In the try- 
ing days of our country. At the con- 
vention recently held in Los Angeles 
by the Daughters fo the Confederate 
Dames special notice was taken of the 
fact that the Union and Confederate 
flags hung side by side. I can but think 
that this revival of this old Southern 
feeling is most unwise and most in- 
judicious, and were I a public man and 
had I a voice In this government every 
particle of my influence should be used 
against these Southern organizations, 
for tehy arouse much that it would be 
well to forget. 
There never was a 


Confederacy, there was a brave effort 
to establish one, an effort that failed. 
So, why strive to perptuate the memory 
of a failure! At one of these meetings 
not long since, one of the features of 
the program was an account of the 
shooting of young Crittendon, who was 
captured, and aas the recital went, was 
murdered In cold blood the morning af- 
ter his capture. What good can come 
from keeping alive these phases of our 
country's history?

DESTRUCTION OF.GOLD MINING 


N 


5VADA Republicans, through 
their 
United States 


Senators, their candidates, their speakers and their 


press, echo the cry of their pastern associate goldltes that 
"Gold ia Dead," Let us suppose for the sake of argument 
that the silver question so far as the monetary Issue is 
concerned is not of particular importance in this cam- 
paign. But the commercial value of silver Is still about 
fifty cents per ounce. 
No intelligent Nevadan will deny 


that the price of the white metal is not still an important 
auxiliary at least to the mining industry of the State. It 
Is a well known fact that the ore in nearly every gold 
mine In the State carries a considerable percentage of 
silver and that the money received from the sale of that 
metal adds materially to the profits of the owners, and in 
many, or in fact in most, instances is the only thing that 
enables the extraction of gold at a profit, if not preventing 
an actual loss to the operators of such mines. 


Suppose the price of silver should be reduced to fifteen 


or twenty cents per ounce, as would unquestionably fol- 
low the passage of the Hill bill which passed the Repub- 
lican House of Representatives by almost exclusively a 
party vote, and is now pending in the Senate. 
Is it not 


reasonable to presume that such reduction would com- 
pel the now struggling Comstock mining companies to 
relinquish the contest and close down their mines? What 
would be the effect of a seventy or eighty per cent silver 
reduction at Wedekind City, where the ore carries a per- 
centage of silver greatly in excess of that of gold? We 
mention the Comstock and Wedekind City mines as il- 
lustrations, although they apply with more than equal 
force to Tonopah, and to a greater or less extent to all 
of the districts where mining, either for silver or gold, Is 
being at present coducted in the State of Nevada. 
As 


a matter of fact, silver even at its present valuation, is 
a more important factor as an accessory to the profit- 
able extraction of gold, than was gold as an incidental ac- 
companist to silver mining in former years in Nevada 
when the white metal commanded its par value and when 
it was the principal source of profit and the greatest In- 
centive to our mining industry. 


Leaving silver out of the question and consigning it 


forever to the last of the bast metals of commerce, as is 
proposed by the party represented in Nevada by Stewart, 
Jones, Farrington, et als., and the result will be extreme- 
ly disastrous, If not absolutely destructive to the gold 
mining interest of the State. In fact that is one of the 
objects of the silver demonetizers in the east. They want 
dear money and the dearer the better for the banks and 
the money loaning class and institutions. Their object Is 
not only to eliminate silver from the National currency 
volume, but to discourage and obstruct by every means 
In their power the production of gold, for with every ounce 
extracted there is a corresponding decrease in the valu^ of 
that which they already control, and which is practically 
the bulk of the metallic currency of the country. 


Nevadans, remember when you vote for the Republican 


candidates for United States Senator, and Representative 
that you cast your ballots for the destruction of the gold 
aa well as the silver mining industry of the State; for that 
would not only be the effect of the Republican legislation 
now pending in Congress, but it ia unquestionably the aim 
and purpose of the Republican leaders to obstruct the 
production of the yellow, as well as the white, metal, ^ ith 
which the treasury vaults are teeming, in the shape of 
b"ullion.
